| that the Ottoman Army came before it, to the Bighteenth of Auguſt iy 
clave, take this following Letter from Count Starembergh himſelf, to the Duke 
of Lorraine, 4s it is really Tranſlated from the Original Letter, Primed in High 


utch, 
Vienna, Arguſt 18. 1683. 
- MY LORD, : 


OD be thanked, we have had once the good Fortune to hear that 
one of our Letters is come to your Highneſſes Hands; amonꝑſt 
many others that have been writ to you from hence. I humbly. 
b-g tha. you will believe, That it is none of our Fault that you 
have been no oftner informed of our Aff, is: ſo neither will we be want. 
ing for the future to let your Highneſs know how it _= us here, as 
otten as Opportunity ſhall ſerve. . And to let you ſee how it is with us at 
preſent, give me leave to tell E. That we have diſputed every Foot of 
Ground with the Enemy, and that they have not gained any thing upon us, 
but what barh c-:ſt them very dear; heyy bop as l 
puiſ::d , as they have attempted to Lodge {clves,. with ſo great Loſs, 
that they dare not thruſt. their Heads out of their Holes any longer, nor 
appear upon ehoſe Hills which they have ſlung up round gur Counterſcarp, 
and by which means they endeavour to ſurroùnd our Pitch. And as I have 
form ry informed your Highneſs, That the Enemies had made a Deſcent 
into the Ditch of the Raveline, and blown up a part of the Walt, dad there. 
upon ma ſe ſeveral Aſſaults; but God be thanked, very unſucceſsfully, we 
baving beaten them out of their Works which they had made at the Foot of 
the Preach : Put finding, that as ſoon as our Men were retreated, they re- 
turned again, I thought it * uſe ſome Fre cau. ion about it, * to 
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have Mined it ſo deep as to teach the Point of the Raveline 3 which I alfo 
did about the 4vo,-Baſtions they had attaqued, toward which the Enemy 
have not yet dou a Sing, Keeping; themſelves fall. at 2 Foot of _ 
the Counterſcarp. They made 4 deſcent-on the 14th inſtant into the Dith 
called Leb, lying before the Be#ion, „ night made another Lodg- 
ment in the Ditch, but ſeeing that I coùld fot very much incommode them

upon them, and drove them from thence; but not having Metfenough't 
firſt time to ruine their works, I;made a ſecond Attaque, and deſtroyed 


them pv having the Mind favourable for us, we burnt their Gabions 
and a ee bir of Kei GAry, ſince hich thine be) deer duſt apJear

on that ſide the Raveline. On the 17th they endeavou ſpring ano- 
ther Mine, but with no better ſueceſs then the former, for it blew up back- 
wards, and didꝭ little or no hurt to the Raveline, there is now already made 
in the middie of the Raveline a very good Ret enchment wich a deep Ditch, 
The Buſtiors Leb and Delaconr are allo doubly retr nched, and I am now 
bi.fie at this very hour to make a Principal Retrenchmen: behind the two 
ſaid Ban; 16 that your Highneſs ſees there is nothing wan ing ins rg, 
uſe alltlie precautiqn that can be expected from rational Men, tur theypr 
ſewation & the phee, and (can Hure you, to render ne worthy o: the Con- 
fidence your Highneſs, and eſpecially his Impeiial Mijclty my Maſter, ꝑroun 
on my Services, Iwill never deliver up the Place, but with the Liſt drop of 
my blo d. Withall I find that our men are no ways d:unred at the fight of 
the Turks, who are eaſily overcome, it attaqued with Courage, and Gai . 
he thauked one of ours is able to beat ten of, theirs. This day was brought 
ta me a-Janiz2ry Priſoner, who was taken in the Raveline, who among othet 
things tells me, That they loſt in the laſt attaque x1000 men, be ſides many 
Officers of the Janizaries, and the Paſhaws of Meſopotamia, and Albania Y 
Tat hey begin to be in want of Proviſions both of Horſe and Man, which 
they are forced to fetch trom far; That they expect a Convoy from B. ede 
vih Ammunition, which if it could be met withall by the way, or that 
their Fo ragers could be cut off, it w uld make them deſberatt. God he 
thanked, as to my health, tis in a very good Condition again, having had 
the Bloody Flux for eight days together. me 
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The 19th of Auguſt, 1682. Since yeſterday (my Lord) the Enemy have 
cauſed another Mine to be ſprurig in the Raveline, and made an Aſſault wich 
about 1e00 men, but our Cannon and our Muſquetiers did ſo warmly receive 
them, that 300 of them were killed upon the place, and forced them to con- 
tent themſelves to lodge upon a place called Berm, which I perceiving,cauſ: d 
a Mine to be ſptungthis morning, which ſoon diſlodged them, burying moft of 
them in the Ruines. I expect this very inſtant the like Regale from them, but 
if I can be ready ſqoner than they, I will cauſe another to be ſprung to the 
health of votfe Highneſs, 1
